1. ICRS-M-6 minutes were approved with the following changes: 

a„ Paragraph 4, beginning with third sentence, was ammended 

to read:

examination and briefing to ICRS on the library cases. He

4. CIA member informed the ICRS that there was a good possibility 
that an IDEALIST/ TACKLE mission would fly in the Southeastern part of China 
in the very near future. He reported that the weather was supposed to be very 
good for a short period of time after the passage of a tropical storm. He 
suggested that the ICRS should provide the operators with a list of "lodestone" 
targets from the present priorities list as well as any bonus targets that 
anyone might have. It was noted that this list would have to be provided to 
the operator by COB 24 July.

25X1 A 6. I briefed the members on the area coverage obtained in 

Cuba for the past 56 day period. He noted that coverage was being maintained 
consistantly above 90% and that the spacing of the missions had been very good. 
DIA stated that they had directed SAC to photograph the port facilities at Havana 
on the 24 July mission because of a ship that is presently docked there. They 
commented that they did not seek ICRS approval since the mission was already 
scheduled to go over the Havana area.
